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Coach ban 
ends after 
council's 
complaint 

COACHES are being 
allowed to return to Welsh¬ 
pool’s Church Street Car 
Park following fears that 
they were no longer stopping 
in the town. 

Welshpool Town Council 
had complained to Powys 
County Council that the 
decision to ban touring 
coaches from the car park 
had caused a loss of trade 
with drivers choosing not to 
stop. 

Town clerk Robert Robin¬ 
son told the town’s business 
forum on Monday night that 
the county council had done 
a U-turn, and that he had 
written to all coach compa¬ 
nies encouraging them to 
return to Welshpool. 

Powys County Council 
stopped coaches parking in 
the Church Street car park 
following the introduction of 
the one-way road system 
and they were directed to 
Berriew Street. 

Mr Robinson said signs 
were now in place directing 
traffic to the car parks and 
said this had led to an 
increased number of vehi¬ 
cles. 

Forum members agreed to 
write to Powys Council call¬ 
ing for the introduction of 
free parking in the run-up to 
Christmas this year. 

Councillor Steve Kaye was 
re-elected chairman while 
new councillors Brendan 
McWinnie and Derek Simms 
were welcomed as members 
of the forum.

New leader 
has named 
his cabinet 


THE NEW leader of Powys County Council 
has announced the make-up of his cabinet, 
which includes three local men, ahead of 
today’s reconvened annual meeting. 

David Jones of Guilsfield, who was elected 
executive leader at the council’s annual 
meeting last week, has appointed himself as 
cabinet leader while Graham Brown, of 
Llandrinio, will take responsibility for plan¬ 
ning; Dai Davies, of Berriew, finance and 
Barry Thomas, of Llanfigangel, near Llan- 
fyllin highways. 

Last week’s annual meeting was 
adjourned so that party membership issues 
could be resolved prior to the new leader 
naming his cabinet. The leader was elected 
by a secret ballot. 

Mr Jones, who leads the Shires Independ¬ 
ent Group, won his leader seat by just three 
votes from Michael Jones, of Old Radnor 
and leader of the Powys Independent 
Alliance (PIA). 

Mr Jones was elected by 37 votes to 
Michael Jones’ 34. 

No political group has a majority on the 
council, but 48 of the 73 councillors are inde¬ 
pendents, 10 are Conservative, nine are Lib¬ 
eral Democrats and six are Labour. 

Before the local elections earlier this 
month, Powys was run by a PIA/Liberal 
Democrats coalition. 


“The income to enable this magnificent 
development is completely self funded and 
has been boosted by £600,000 worth of 
donations from patients and the League of 
Friends. 

“This hospital is a model for all future 
developments and the current changes are 
only the first phase of a complete overhaul 
of the facilities on the Gobowen site.” 

The chief executive said the trust had a 
vision to turn the orthopaedic into one of the 
country’s most modern hospitals. 

“We have a reputation as an outstanding 
hospital but some of our facilities are out¬ 
dated but with our trust status we can now 
move forward and fund redevelopment,” 
she said. 

“The new entrance is fantastic and a 
major improvement in terms of access for 
patients. This now sets the standard for the 
ongoing development of the hospital in 
delivering outstanding care.” 

Chose 

She said the hospital was continuing to 
expand and with patients now able to chose 
under the Government’s Policy Of Choice it 
was vital to improve overall efficiency. 

“This development has taken place with¬ 
out us having to borrow a penny. We need 
the best possible facilities to attract the best 
possible staff and produce the best results 
for patients.” 

Work on a new X-ray department is 
already under way and the chief executive 
announced a four-year plan for new operat¬ 
ing theatres and an upgrade of wards. 

“I am thrilled that the new facilities have 
encouraged even more volunteers to assist 
with the smooth running of the hospital and 
that patient donations have been used 
towards the development. 

“Over many years, we have enjoyed 
tremendous support from our local commu¬ 
nity. The orthopaedic hospital, as an NHS 
Foundation Trust, really does feel part of 
the Big Society.”

Decision 
on pylons 
plans put 
off again 

A DECISION on the route 
for hundreds of pylons 
across Shropshire and Mid 
Wales has been delayed. 

National Grid was 
expected to reveal a pre¬ 
ferred route for the pylons 
this month as well as the 
location of a 19-acre substa¬ 
tion in Powys. But its offi¬ 
cials have said they need 
more time. 

Two sites at Cefn Coch, 
near Llanfair Caereinion, 
and Abermule, Newtown, 
have been suggested for the 
substation. 

National Grid announced 
its proposals a year ago, to 
cope with dozens of pro¬ 
posed windfarms. 

Jeremy Lee, project man¬ 
ager for National Grid, said: 
“We are giving careful atten¬ 
tion to a wide range of fac¬ 
tors to ensure that we make 
the most appropriate choice. 

“The complexity of the 
project and the nature of the 
landscape in Powys and 
Shropshire makes balancing 
all of these requirements 
very challenging, which is 
why we are giving the final 
choice such careful consider¬ 
ation.” 

When National Grid 
announces the choices, a 
series of public events will be 
held in the area and infor¬ 
mation will be published on 
how the choices have been 
made. 

A statement read: 
“National Grid is working 
hard to complete its final 
assessments ahead of select¬ 
ing a substation siting area 
and route corridor to provide 
a connection for wind farms 
in Mid Wales, but has con¬ 
firmed it needs more time to 
conclude this work.”

Read all about it 


NEWSPAPERS should be dead 
by now, killed off by the inter¬ 
net. 

Or local TV stations. Or radio, Twitter, 
broadband, Citizen’s Band . . . take your 
pick. People want their news instantly, 3G, 
3D, in bite-size tweets of 140 characters or 
less, so the theory goes. 

That’s fine. These are challenging but 
exciting times and we now deliver the news 
in all sorts of ways.

Soldier in 
assault 
is spared 
army exit 

A PARATROOPER who 
floored a love rival on a 
drunken night out in 
Oswestry has been spared a 
dishonourable discharge 
from the Army due to the 
importance of his service in 
Afghanistan. 

Private Jake Trueman 
said the ‘red mist’ descended 
when he came across Joseph 
Croxon on a night out while 
on leave from the 3rd Battal¬ 
ion Parachute Regiment. 

The 20-year-old punched, 
kicked and bit Mr Croxon 
before being pulled off him 
by friends. Shrewsbury 
Magistrates Court was told 
Croxon had been boasting of 
stealing his girlfriend while 
he was in Afghanistan. 

Trueman, based at 
Merville Barracks in Colch¬ 
ester but formerly of 
Oswestry, admitted assault¬ 
ing Mr Croxon on December 
27 last year. His solicitor 
Dean Easthope said his 
client would be booted out of 
the army if he received a cus¬ 
todial sentence or more than 
100 hours of unpaid work. 

But District Judge Nigel 
Cadbury ruled the impor¬ 
tance of Trueman’s job 
meant there were ‘excep¬ 
tional circumstances’ for not 
applying the normal sen¬ 
tencing guidelines. He 
ordered him to complete 99 
hours of community service. 

Trueman was also given a 
12-month community order 
and must pay £500 compen¬ 
sation to Mr Croxon and £85 
court costs.

Call for plaque

Dad would have been impressed by hospital today 


AS A YOUNG man my late father spent over 
a year as a patient at the Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital and often told tales of 
the terrible conditions he experienced. 

Open-sided wards which were exposed to 
the elements and stories of snow falling onto 
unprotected beds were tales he loved to tell 
when reminding us just how lucky we are 
today. As the 17-year-old victim of a motor¬ 
cycling accident a quick-thinking young 
Australian doctor saved his leg by carrying 
out an experimental pinning operation 
which went on to become the norm for 
repairing such serious fractures. 

My father lived and worked to a ripe old 
age but never once forgot the life-changing 
operation carried out at the famous Robert 
Jones and Agnes Hunt Hospital as it was 
then known. He exchanged letters with the 
young Aussie who had saved his limb long 
after he had returned back Down Under.

Neighbours' garden plan 
to change drugs raid area

NEIGHBOURS in an area of 
Oswestry that had become 
infamous for a drugs raid 12 
months ago are beginning to 
transform their community - 
starting with the gardens out¬ 
side their homes. 

Dave Bennett and Andy Hanmer 
won permission to transform rough 
grass outside their block of flats into 
flower beds and a lawn. 

And, with the work well under way 
they are already looking forward to 
having a bench installed and even hold¬ 
ing a barbecue in the summer. 

The two are being helped with dona¬ 
tions from their immediate neigh¬ 
bours, who say they are delighted with 
the transformation outside their win¬ 
dows. 

Dave, 25, and Andy, 51, say they 
wanted to show that Swan Lane was a 
good place to live. 

Last year police forced entry into a 
number of homes to execute drug war¬ 
rants as part of a clampdown on the 
GHB drug. 

Mr Hanmer has lived in Swan Lane 
since 2008 while Mr Bennett moved in 
next door in December. 

“I have been growing all kinds of 
flowers and vegetables in tubs for years 
but have never been allowed to make a 
garden,” Mr Hanmer said. 

“We decided to approach the council 
together and were told to fill in a plan¬ 
ning application. ” 

It took seven weeks before they 
heard that the request had been suc¬ 
cessful. 

“We began digging on Monday,” Mr 
Bennett said. 

“The grass had been used as a dog 
toilet and was about a foot high. We 
strimmed that, cut it and then took the

turf out to make the borders, replant¬ 
ing the turf on the bald patches around 
the edges.” 

The two men then planted out flow¬ 
ers they have been growing from seed 
and a couple of shrubs, transforming 
the front of the four flats. 

“We are really pleased with how it 
looks. We are all clubbing together to 
buy a bench and when the good 


weather finally arrives we hope to 
have a barbecue. 

“Its already given us a new commu¬ 
nity spirit and neighbourliness,” Mr 
Bennett said. 

Resident Amy Allen said: “They 
have done really well, the garden looks 
great and it helps improve the whole 
road.”

warning 
issued on 
brigade's 
changes 

PLANS TO replace some 
fire engines with specially- 
adapted smaller vans in mid 
and south west Wales could 
put lives at risk, warns a 
union. 

The Fire Brigades Union 
claims the vans, known as 
rural response pumps, have 
limited capability. 

Mid and West Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service is buying 
17 vans, 14 will be stations’ 
second appliances and some 
will replace fire engines. 

But the chief officer says 
the vans will improve the 
service’s capability. 

“We noticed a couple of 
years ago that we were hav¬ 
ing difficulty accessing the 
more rural parts of the 
brigade area,” said chief fire 
officer Richard Smith. 

“We have looked at a way 
of managing our capability 
off-road, through adverse 
weather incidents, and we 
came up with the concept of 
this rural rescue pump,” he 
said. 

The FBU has served a 
“safety critical notice” on 
the fire service and called for 
an urgent review of its pro¬ 
posals. 

Union leaders claimed 
firefighters in a van who 
were the first to arrive at an 
emergency would have to 
wait for a normal fire engine 
to arrive before they could 
enter a burning building, 
even if people were inside. 

This could take between 
15 and 30 minutes, putting 
lives at risk, the FBU said.

Council intent on ruining heritage 


SHROPSHIRE planners have granted 
permission for a car park on 
Oswestry’s Maesyllan playing field, 
traditionally the battle ground of kings 
Penda and Oswald, and for housing in 
the garden of Plas Wilmot, the birth¬ 
place of World War One poet Wilfred 
Owen and there are development plans 
afoot for the garden of the Shrewsbury 
home of Charles Darwin. 

Is Shropshire Council intent on 
spoiling both the potential of these 
places to be of interest to the tourist 
and ignorant of the pride and affection 


local people have for these places? Take 
for example the beautiful fairytale 
Whittington Castle, its stone walls ris¬ 
ing as if by magic from water, tourist 
bodies do their best to market it, but it 
could become a tragic victim of its own 
success if one sunny day thousands of 
tourists turned up to see it. 

Why? Because it has very little land 
or space around it. The former 
Oswestry borough planners permitted 
housing developments in the immedi¬ 
ate vicinity of the castle and these hem 
the castle in. 


If hundreds of visitors turned up at 
once they would be standing shoulder 
to shoulder or in the moat. 

A number of people wrote to Shrop¬ 
shire planners asking that Maesyllan 
in Oswestry be respected and part of it 
not taken for a car park. The planners 
took no notice. Yet they hedge their 
bets and have asked for three weeks 
notice for Shropshire county archaeol¬ 
ogists to be present to watch ground 
excavations on Maesyllan. Heritage, 
once dug up cannot be replaced.

30pc rise 
in deaths 
by drink 
and drugs 

DEATHS relating to drink 
and drugs in Wales have 
risen more than 30 per cent 
in the past 10 years, figures 
have revealed. 

The Office for National 
Statistics figures show 496 
people died as a result of 
drug or alcohol use in Wales 
in 2010 against 380 in 2001. 

The figures in England 
show the rate has only risen 
15 per cent, while the rate of 
deaths from avoidable 
causes remains higher in 
Wales than in England, 
despite falling by almost a 
quarter over the 10 years. 

The figures show the 
avoidable death rate per 
100,000 population was 
205.2 in Wales in 2010, com¬ 
pared to 181.4 in England. 
However, cardiovascular- 
related deaths in Wales fell 
considerably in the period. 

The drug and alcohol 
death figures were in a 
report highlighting the 
number of avoidable deaths 
between 2001 and 2010. 

Deaths caused by condi¬ 
tions considered avoidable 
by prevention or good qual¬ 
ity health care represented 
24 per cent of all deaths in 
England and Wales in 2010. 

Colin Wolfendale, chief 
executive of North Wales 
Drug and Alcohol Agency, 
said the figures should be 
treated as a ‘wake-up call’. 

Martin Blakeborough, 
chief executive of drugs 
charity Kaleidoscope, said 
the figures were ‘absolutely 
shocking’ but believed the 
situation may have 
improved.

A NEW archaeology club for youngsters 
under 16 is being launched near Welshpool. 

The Marches Branch of the Young 
Archaeologists’ Club will meet on the sec¬ 
ond Sunday of every month at Buttington/ 
Trewern Community Centre. 

An open day for the whole family will be 
held on Sunday June 10 between 1pm and 
4pm when there will be archaeology themed 
arts and crafts, activities, displays, refresh¬ 
ments and living history plus a chance to 
meet Raksha Dave and Matt Williams from 
Channel 4’s Time Team. 

The Young Archaeologists’ Club is a UK¬ 
wide organisation for 8-16 year olds and is 
part of the Council for British Archaeology 
(CBA). 

The CBA is an educational charity work¬ 
ing throughout the UK to involve people in 
archaeology and to promote the apprecia¬ 
tion and care of the historic environment for 
the benefit of present and future genera¬ 
tions. 


A litany of shocking allegations were 
detailed to a General Teaching Council for 
Wales professional panel. 

The panel imposed a one-year suspension 
order on the former headteacher at the end 
of a four-day hearing in Cardiff yesterday. 

Hall faced 14 allegations including that 
her behaviour amounted to unacceptable 
professional conduct. 

Despite having 28 days in which to appeal 
against the decision, the ban effectively 
ends a career spanning more than three 
decades. 

Behaviour 

Hall was found guilty of an array of bad 
tempered behaviour against children as 
young as four. 

Incidents included one where she grabbed 
a child by the back of his jumper and lifted 
him to his feet as he struggled to pick up a 
spoon he had dropped. 

Hall dismissed a claim she acted in anger 
and insisted she was motivated by concern 
for the child, but was unable to convince the 
panel. 

It also found Hall humiliated a six-year- 
old child at a school assembly and went on 
to berate him for being ‘immature’ when he 
cried. 

In total the panel found seven of the alle¬ 
gations she faced were proved outright and 
a further four were partly proved. She was 
cleared of two. 


Thief spotted on Crimewatch 



A PROFESSIONAL thief 
who snatched jewellery from 
Welshpool and Newtown 
stores is behind bars after 
being trapped thanks to the 
TV Crimewatch pro¬ 
gramme. 

He was spotted on Crime¬ 
watch stealing £4,500 worth 
of jewellery from a shop in 
Bridgnorth and has been 
jailed for 32 months, 

Jason Paul Austin, fled 
‘like an athlete’ after grab¬ 
bing £38,000 worth of valu¬ 
able items in raids. 

But his downfall came 
when one of the raids at 
Mayflowers Jewellery Shop 
in Bridgnorth was shown on 
the BBC programme, which 
led to him being arrested. 

Last July he asked to see a 
tray of rings then snatched 
it, getting away with 15 
rings valued at £4,500. 

Police in Walsall recog¬ 
nised Austin - as did some of 
his other victims. 

The 38-year-old, of Mar- 
bury Drive in Bilston, West 
Midlands, was jailed for 32 
months at Mold Crown 
Court, he admitted nine 
thefts - eight jewellery 
snatches and one theft of an 
air ambulance charity box. 


Police to 
consider 
station 
changes 

A CONSULTATION to dis¬ 
cuss major changes into how 
Welshpool police station 
could be manned has been 
launched in an attempt to 
save money. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said 
that they would be looking 
at ways to make Welshpool 
Police Station run more effi¬ 
ciently but said it has no 
intention of closing the sta¬ 
tion altogether. 

The station is one of seven 
identified as part of the con¬ 
sultation process launched 
by the force. 

Chief Constable Ian Arun- 
dale of Dyfed-Powys Police 
said recent figures had 
shown a low number of peo¬ 
ple visiting the stations. 

And because of this he said 
the force needed to start 
looking at alternative ways 
to engage with the public. 

He said: “This does not 
mean the withdrawal of 
policing services from any of 
its areas. The proposals 
include different, more visi¬ 
ble and accessible methods 
for people to contact us.”

AN OPTOMETRIST in Welshpool has been nominated for a national award after 
being praised by his patients.

Mayor Mayor said his two chosen chari¬ 
ties would be Powys Young Carers and Llan- 
fyllin Day Centre and said he hoped to 
organise some fundraising events to support 
them. 


He said 13 per cent of the development 
would be classed as ‘affordable’ housing. 

Mr Parker said: “It has the potential site 
for 88 houses or thereabouts. We have been 
holding discussions about the detail of the 
site and what the parish might want.” 

He said the proposals would offer commu¬ 
nity benefits, which could include a drop-off 
zone for parents taking children to school. 

“We propose a new access to the rear of 
the school and either a drop-off zone or staff 
parking area,” he said. “But these are only 
ideas, as is the development. Submitting a 
planning application is quite a way off. 

“The parish council is discussing it and 
has not made any final response yet.” 

The land at Whittington is one of hun¬ 
dreds of possible sites for thousands of new 
homes across Shropshire. 

Consultation started in early March 2012 
and will finish on July 20. 

Proposals are organised into 18 ‘Place 
Plan’ areas which cover the whole of the 
Shropshire Council area, and public meet¬ 
ings are being held in each one. 

The meeting for the Oswestry area will be 
held tonight, Thursday, at Oswestry Memo¬ 
rial Hall. There will be a drop-in session 
from 5.30pm to 7pm followed by a public 
meeting from 7pm to 9pm.

Gillian Corp told police she had seen Stringer 
outside the front door, or watching the house 
from his garden or behind curtains. 

The neighbour told police Miss Moss also 
told her Stringer had knocked on her doors 
and windows at night, and late in the 
evening of December 8 Stringer was found 
trying to open Miss Moss’ front door. 

The court heard Stringer had been diag¬ 
nosed with mental health problems shortly 
after his arrest and was now on medication. 

Miss Moss said in a statement: “I had to 
keep all the windows and doors locked at all 
times. I felt like I was being watched and 
that I could not go out on my own as he may 
have been watching me or following me.” 

Stringer, who now lives in Birmingham, 
previously admitted a charge of harassment 
of Miss Moss between August 1 and Decem¬ 
ber 9. Magistrates sentenced Stringer to a 
three-year community supervision order 
and also imposed an indefinite restraining 
order preventing him from entering 
Oswestry or contacting Miss Moss or her 
mother in any way.

Homegrown business now 
a destination for shoppers 


WOMEN OF

WHEN Jeni Pearce began her own fashion business in the family 
home, she had no idea just how much and how quickly it would grow. 

The aptly named, Out of Town, soon moved into premises in Oswestry and today is recog¬ 
nised as one of just a handful of destination shops in Britain for its top labels. 

It is also known for its fundraising fashion shows and luncheons which, over the years, 
have raised about £75,000 for good causes. 

Jeni, who was born in Egerley and went to Kinnerley School, said it was attending a busi¬ 
ness course at Radbrook College in Shrewsbury that made her realise she wanted a career 
in retail. 

“I gained a Saturday job at a lovely shop, 

Sandra Swan’s in Shrewsbury and went on 
to work there full time for a while.” 

In 1991 she launched ‘Out of Town’ firstly 
from her farmhouse home. 

But when foot and mouth struck a decade 
later it coincided with the realisation that it 
was time for the business to expand. 

“It was a natural progression. We needed 
to grow and a shop unit became available.” 

Still called Out of Town, the shop in Upper 
Brook Street in Oswestry has a huge client 
base, many customers travelling long dis¬ 
tances. It sells casual wear and co-ordinates 
on the ground floor and occasion wear on the 
first floor. 

The most recent expansion was the sister 
shop, Fab Feet, next door. 

“We used to have to go out of one shop and 
into another, which was not easy when peo¬ 
ple were choosing outfits and shoes to 
match,” Jeni said. 

“Now we have broken through the wall 
between the shops so that, although it is a 
different business, it is now all under one 
roof.” 

Such is the reputation of her business that 
Out of Town has won high recognition from 
the fashion labels stocked in the shop.

Law firm 
hails new 
rules on 
owners 

A LAW firm has welcomed 
new guidelines which will 
see the owners of dangerous 
dogs held to greater account 
and even made to pay com¬ 
pensation to victims who 
have been attacked. 

Owners who allow their 
dog to be dangerously out of 
control and injure someone 
could face 18 months in cus¬ 
tody. 

Ceri Lewis, a solicitor who 
specialises in criminal law at 
the Oswestry offices of 
Shropshire and North Wales 
law firm GHP Legal, said the 
move was long overdue. 

She said: “It is now to be 
hoped that the courts will 
use their full powers and 
that this will prove to be a 
deterrent to irresponsible 
dog owners. Whilst financial 
recompense is not a just pay¬ 
ment for the physical dam¬ 
age a dangerous dog can 
cause, it is right that it 
should be imposed.” 

The new guidelines cover 
the most commonly sen¬ 
tenced offences in the Dan¬ 
gerous Dogs Act 1991, 
including allowing a dog to 
be dangerously out of con¬ 
trol causing injury and pos¬ 
session of a prohibited dog. 

In cases where someone 
deliberately sets a dog on 
another person with the 
intention of injuring them, 
the offender is likely to be 
charged with assault. The 
maximum custodial sen¬ 
tence for keeping a prohib¬ 
ited dog will be six months.

POLICE investigating a dis¬ 
traction burglary in which 
an elderly and vulnerable 
woman lost £347 have pro¬ 
duced an e-fit picture after 
working closely with the vic¬ 
tim. 

The image shows a clean¬ 
shaven white male in his late 
50s, with short dark hair 
that covered his ears, and 
was possibly swept back. 

“We would very much like 
to trace this man and appeal 
to members of the public to 
let us know if they think 
they may have seen him 
recently in the Welshpool 
area,” said Detective Inspec¬ 
tor Diane Davies. 

“He’s about five foot five 
inches tall, around 11 stone 
in weight and speaks with an 
English accent. 

“If you think you have 
information which might 
help us then please contact 
us at Welshpool Police Sta¬ 
tion on 101.” 


During a Welsh Conserva¬ 
tive-led debate, the Shadow

“As an AM representing 
one of the large rural con¬ 
stituencies of Wales, I can¬ 
not emphasise enough the 
value and contribution that 
the agricultural and forestry 
sectors bring. 

“Yet it is clear to me from 
the representations I have 
received these sectors are 
growing ever more frus¬ 
trated by a Government 
who neither understands 
nor listens to their concerns. 

“Ministers are out of 
touch and would rather 
blunder on with policy 
regardless of the views of 
relevant stakeholders. Pub¬ 
lic money has been wasted 
and rural faith in this Gov¬ 
ernment has been lost. 

“Ministers must engage 
effectively with relevant 
groups to improve trans¬ 
parency and put jobs and 
growth in rural Wales at the 
top of their agenda.”

It will also play host to a Shropshire 
Proms night, featuring the Royal Philhar¬ 


monic Concert orchestra. Pharmacist 
Joanne McMurray said the initative was in 
conjunction with the Shropshire healthy liv¬ 
ing pharmacy project. 

She said: “We cannot take a pharmacy to 
the festival as they have to be on properly 
licensed sites. 

“Instead we will be offering health checks 
and advice to promote healthy living.”

Footpath bid to 
attract walkers 

A 40-MILE stretch of the Shropshire Way 
has been officially launched, taking walkers 
on a loop around Oswestry. 

Hill walking, canal strolling and parts of 
the ancient Offa’s Dyke make up the foot¬ 
paths, linked into a circular, long distance 
walk. 

Linked with the designation of Oswestry 
as a ‘Walkers are Welcome’ town, those 
behind the project hope it will help bring 
more tourists to the area. 

Speaking at the opening of the loop, 
Councillor David Lloyd, vice-chairman of 
Shropshire Council, there were 3,100 miles 
of right of way footpath in the county. 

He added: “The Shropshire Way makes 
the most of these rights of way that the 
Council protects. We have found external 
funding to enhance walking routes around 
our beautiful county by installing higher 
than standard quality gates, stiles and sig¬ 
nage and promoting them through our 
Shropshire Walking website.” 


Mr Parkinson said as long as pupil num¬ 
bers remained high he felt the school did 
have a long term future. 

He said: “Powys has reviewed the school 
now and has said it should stay open. 

“This is great news for the school and for 
the community. That review means we are 
safe for at least another four years. 

“They will review again in 2016 and I 
think as long as we have new pupils coming 
in and have the support of the community, 
the school will have a long-term future. 

“I think it was the compelling arguments 
against closure which won the battle this 
time around. A school closure would have a 
huge community impact. 

“For example we found that at least five 
parents would have employment problems 
if it did close because their children use the 
school’s breakfast and after-school club. 

“I think now the threat of closure has 
been lifted more parents will be inclined to 
send their children to the school.” 

School headteacher Sarah Chandler said 
the community’s backing had helped win 
the battle for survival. 

She said: “This was so important for the 
community and for the children. 

“It is tremendous that we have a future 
now and can now start looking forward. 

“I have to say a huge thank-you to every¬ 
body who has been involved in the campaign 
to save the school. It is wonderful news for 
all of us.”

Trust in 
digester 
hub plan 
for farms 


FARMERS in Mid Wales 
could team up in a ‘radical’ 
new approach to boosting 
renewable energy produc¬ 
tion. 

The Cwm Harry Land 
Trust, based in Newtown, 
said that it was developing a 
new venture which will see 
farmers across the area 
working with food waste 
producers to help generate 
energy. 

The trust said it hopes to 
build a ‘hub’ station where 
farmers in the region could 
come to deposit food waste 
in anaerobic digesters. 

Richard Northbridge, 
development office at Cwm 
Harry, said he was working 
with experts to develop the 
idea. 

He said: “The anaerobic 
digester model would estab¬ 
lish a hub at which high 
methane yielding waste 
streams, such as food waste, 
can be macerated, pas¬ 
teurised, cooled and blended 
ready for transport to a 
series of pods, small anaero¬ 
bic digesters on farms, 
where it can be mixed with 
slurries and manure, which 
normally yield relatively low 
amounts of methane.

Young photographer lands

Care Johnson, 18, has been working with the photographer at his London studio to shoot 
images for a campaign which has paired industry leaders with six Princes Trust young peo¬ 
ple. They included fashion designer Zandra Rhodes, food writer and chef Gizzi Erskine and 

beauty entrepreneur Liz Earle. 

Care had been struggling to find work 
before The Prince’s Trust helped her to set 
up as a photographer. At the age of 16, she 
left college and moved away from her home 
in Yorkshire, becoming estranged from her 
family. 

Her love of horses led to the start of a suc¬ 
cessful career as a head show groom at a 
large showing yard in Telford. 

But just five months into the job, a mild 
childhood allergy became severe, Care was 
admitted to hospital twice and had to accept 
her doctor’s advice to stop working with ani¬ 
mals. But she struggled to find other work. 

As a head show groom, Care had used pro¬ 
fessional camera equipment to take photo¬ 
graphs at horse riding competitions. 

She said: “I decided that if no one was 
going to give me a job, I was going to create 
one by becoming a photographer.” 

Care secured a Prince’s Trust Develop¬ 
ment Award to buy a digital camera and 
completed a six-month internship in a pho¬ 
tography studio. The youth charity then 
awarded her a £1,000 loan to buy a lighting 
kit and a telephoto lens. 

She added: “To be chosen to work with 
Rankin on the amazing Prince’s Trust 
Tomorrow campaign is a dream come true! ” 
Rankin said: “I was really surprised by 
Care’s approach to work - it’s very mature 
for somebody so young, without any formal 
training.”

Friends' 
£ 400,000 
boost for 
hospital 

THE League of Friends at 
Oswestry orthopaedic hospi¬

ADMITTEDLY it’s an unlikely question to be 
asked by the quiz-master down the pub on a 
Tuesday evening, but if you ever find yourself 
sat in a pub-quiz-team and faced with the 
question; ‘how do you get from ‘Shropshire’ 
to ‘Whales’ in two easy steps, you will have 
the answer. 

No, I didn’t misspell ‘Whales’ and the answer has nothing 
to do with either the A5 or the A458, instead, in this column 
we’ll be covering Cetartiodactyla. If anyone can remember 
as far back as January (I couldn’t, I had to look it up), you 
may recall I wrote about Shropshire’s artiodactyls, our Roe 
Deer. I also mentioned that in late May, the females would 
give birth en mass. We’ve reached the fawning season and if 
you are lucky enough you may catch a glimpse of a roe doe 
and her fawn(s) around now. But what about whales? 

The coasts around Britain thankfully teem with 
cetaceans (whales and dolphins) and as you may have 
noticed, cetacean merged with artiodactyl equals the group 
cetartiodactyla. 

But how on Earth are our roe deer so closely related to our 
whales and dolphins? The answer is hippos, or at least, the 
ancestors of hippos. Hippos are the largest land dwelling 
artiodactyls and yet, as everyone knows, they spend a lot of 
their time in the water. Some hippos even live in the sea, off 
the coast of Gabon in west Africa. 

Whales are not of course descended from hippos - no mod¬ 
ern day animal is descended from any other modern day ani¬ 
mal - but the fossil record shows us that there were 
hippo-like artiodactyls who returned fully to the water and 
moved their blow-holes from their snout to above their 
head. 

But how do we know that? Wouldn’t we expect to find 
some sort of clue that whales, hippos and roe deer all exhibit 
similar artiodactyl traits? Yes. And the answer is in the 
name itself; artiodactyl - even-toed ungulate. The limbs and 
especially the ankles and foot bones of deer (and of course 
hippos) are very similar to whale and dolphin fins. The 
ankles in particular are nearly identical.

Calls for 
public to

Was there, perhaps, some parade in 
period costume that Oswestry folk took 
part in? 

Our second picture takes us along to 
a bustling Oswestry market, where the 
fruit stall is drawing a lot of attention 
from shoppers. 


This picture was taken in 1984. In the 
upper right hand corner you will see the 
sign for the Eagle Inn which is quite 
useful, because it lets us know that we 
haven’t published this one as a mirror 
image - not hard to do with transparen¬ 
cies. 

And lastly we’re making the trip to 
the livestock market, with some ani¬ 
mals in the ring and a difference of 


opinion among those watching on 
whether a flat cap is correct attire for 
such occasions. 

We don’t know when this photo was 
taken, but it’s probably contemporary 
with the others, that is, 1970s or early

Castle provides setting 
for Shakespeare classic

WHITTINGTON Castle will be the 
perfect setting for a performance 
of Shakespeare’s Richard III next 
month. 

Gloucestershire’s Festival Players are cel¬ 
ebrating the Olympic and Jubilee year with 
a 45-date all-male tour of the play across the 
UK, including a performance on the historic 
Bosworth Battlefield, where the King died. 

David Lee-Jones in the title role, is 
believed to be the first British-Chinese actor 
to take on the mantle of one of Shakespeare’s 
most famous villains. 

The third night of the tour, June 3, will see 
the actors heading for the romantic ruin of 
Whittington Castle, near Oswestry - the 
first time the company has performed there. 

The cast will also perform at locations 
from Scottish castles to English village 
greens, famous Welsh gardens to London 
squares, Peckham cafes to Roman amphithe¬ 
atres and even the historic site where the 
1485 Battle of Bosworth - one of the most 
important battles fought on British soil - 
took place and where Richard III lost his life 
and crown to Henry Tudor. 

Artistic director Michael Dyer said: “To 
perform the show at the very place where the 
King died will indeed be special.” 

Some of the performances will be as part of 
festivals including the Hereford Three 
Choirs Festival, the Worcester Festival and 
Caerleon Arts Festival - and many of the 
shows will raise funds for local, national and 
international charities.

Style and substance - Mitsubishi’s ASX offers acres of room and 
extra driving height to ensure a great motoring experience for the 
driver and passengers 



If you are in the market to 
buy a crossover type vehi¬ 
cle you will probably head 
straight for Nissan and 
look at the Qashqai as it is 
the market leader, but and 
it is a big but, I would like 
you to consider having a 
look at the Mitsubishi 
ASX. 


The name Mitsubishi immediately 
creates visions of superb off-road 
vehicles almost akin to Land Rover in 
their ability to go anywhere and do 
anything. 

Think Mitsubishi and you might 
think Shogun or Outlander and in 
fact it is the Outlander that has most 
of the pedigree for the ASX. 

The ASX is actually built on the 
same platform as the Outlander so 
practicality and versatility are some 
of the key features of the ASX. The 
wheelbase is the same as the Out¬ 
lander the passenger space in the 
ASX is superb, absolutely acres of 
space for a family to enjoy the vehicle 


and of course with the extra ride 
height that this type of vehicle gives 
you it makes for enjoyable driving for 
all members of the family. 

I have to be honest and I need to get 
it out of the way early on in the report 
that I fell in love with the ASX, it is 
one of those vehicles that as soon as I 
sat in it I felt immediately comfort¬ 
able. 

The awful cliche that everything 
felt to hand is just so correct with this 
particular vehicle. Rarely in the past 
and I must drive dozens and dozens of 
vehicles a year have I felt so immedi¬ 
ately comfortable. It had of course an 
added bonus that it is possible to 
choose between two and 4WD and 
Mitsubishi delivered the vehicle to 
me just prior to Easter when we had 
that deluge of snow and as a trip to 
the Peak District was planned. What 
better vehicle to take myself and fam¬ 
ily to the Peak District? 

I think I have said this before, if I 
was buying this type of vehicle I 
would always go for the 4WD option. 
I cannot see the point in buying this 
type of vehicle merely as a 2WD, it is 
almost ‘look at me look at what I have 
got’. To me the 4WD option which is 
on the ASX is electronically con¬ 
trolled, so you have the economy of 
running it normally in 2WD but when 
the going gets tough electronically 
you can switch to 4WD motion. 

There is a choice of two engines, a 
1.6-litre petrol producing 115 bhp or 
as in my case a 1.8-litre turbo diesel 
producing a very healthy 147 bhp. A 
five-speed manual gearbox is fitted to 
the petrol and the diesel has a six- 
speed manual gearbox, the diesel is 
also available with an electronically 
controlled 4WD system. 

The level of equipment on the 
whole of the range is quite extensive 
for example standard equipment 
includes alloy wheels, air condition¬ 
ing auto/stop and go, active stability 


control, traction control, a keyless 
entry system, ABS brakes with elec¬ 
tronic brake distribution and assist, a 
plethora of air bags including front, 
side and curtains, and I liked the fact 
that the steering wheel has a tilt and 
a telescopic method of getting you 
comfortable in the multi-adjustable 
front seats. 

There are three trim levels badged 
simplistically as 2, 3 and 4,2 being the 
entry, 3 gains a fully automatic air 
conditioning system and one touch 
starting, it also benefits with cruise 
control, heated seats, privacy glass 
and the controls are now mounted on 
the steering wheel. 

Leather 

The top of the specification ASX4 
benefits from leather seats and Ken¬ 
wood in-car entertainment which con¬ 
tains an iPod and satellite navigation 
and a reversing camera. For me the 
entry level would tick all the boxes 
that I need. 

Mitsubishi have not overlooked 
safety features and the vehicle is Euro 
NCap as a 5*. Certain other features 
include extensive use of energy dis¬ 
persion structuring and I do like the 
fact that Mitsubishi have tried to safe¬ 
guard pedestrian injury aspects by 
including plastic front wings and 
energy absorbing front bumpers these 
may also feature if you do take the 
vehicle off-road and on a hill descent 
nudge things that you shouldn’t really 
be doing. 

The performance and driving 
dynamics of the ASX were very 
rewarding, as previously mentioned a 
weekend trip to the Peak District 
enabled some off-roading on the 
snowy terrain, some dual carriage¬ 
ways and hilly roads in and around 
the hills near to the highest village in 
England, Flash the vehicle coped 
admirably at all times. 

A healthy amount of luggage space 
could be incorporated and I particu¬ 


larly liked the little section under¬ 
neath the boot floor that could be 
raised to hide valuable items. 

The performance aspects of my par¬ 
ticular diesel derivative allowed for a 
0 - 60 in 10 seconds, a top speed where 
legal of 123 mph. Mitsubishi suggest 
that the combined fuel figure should 
be in the vicinity of 49 mpg, I managed 
to achieve 53 mpg according to the on¬ 
board computer which for a vehicle of 
this size and stature I find excellent 
and to beat the manufacturers figures 
is a brilliant result. Sadly the CO 
emissions on both the petrol and the 
diesel are not low and therefore cheap 


road tax is not going to be a feature. 

Mitsubishi want the vehicle to be 
serviced at intervals of a mere 12 
months and this will add to the run¬ 
ning costs and is a little unusual, but 
they do operate a service plan at £450 
for petrol and £650 for the diesel. The 
ASX has an unlimited mileage war¬ 
ranty, 12 year anti-corrosion and a 
three year Roadside Assistance pack¬ 
age. 

With prices starting at a low 
£15,999 and topping out at £24,699 
for the ASX4 diesel 4x4, you will cer¬ 
tainly find a vehicle that should tick 
all the boxes.

But if you think laterally for a 
moment, there’s another vehi¬ 
cle that qualifies as multi-pur¬ 
pose which has been on sale for 
even longer - the humble pick¬ 
up. 

It’s a humble thing because 
for a long time it has been solely 
a working vehicle, but in recent 
years the combination of utility 
and visual toughness has made 
it desirable in its own 
right.Chevrolet is going to get 
in on the act too, with its new 
Colorado. 

In its US homeland the pick¬ 
up truck is the best-selling vehi¬ 


cle of all, but this will be the 
first one to reach the UK. 

It’s part of a bigger picture 
for Chevrolet in Europe as it 
broadens its range with more 
vehicles that have previously 
been sold only in the US or Asia, 
and the Colorado is the most 
recent example. 

There are no surprises with 
the exterior appearance: practi¬ 
cality still comes first, so there 
is a sizeable load area at the 
rear and a cabin arrangement to 
suit your own needs. 

You can have a single cab, 
crew cab or double cab to bal¬ 


ance space for cargo and people. 

But don’t think of it as just a 
workhorse. For starters you can 
tell immediately it’s a Chevrolet 
by the family grille up front, 
and despite being a good deal 
larger than most of its siblings, 
there is clear family resem¬ 
blance. 

There’s also a good deal of 
scope for making the Colorado 
look just how you want it: the 
alloy wheel options are appeal¬ 
ing and you can add chrome 
detailing to boot. 

The Colorado is classed as a 
medium-sized truck; not one of 
the behemoths that you might 
associate with the US and so is 
suited to UK roads; big enough 
to be cavernous but not so big 
that you’ll never get it down a 
village high street. 

Panoramic 

You get the same impression 
once you’ve climbed aboard. The 
view out is as uncluttered and as 
panoramic as you would hope for, 
and looking above most other 
traffic and far ahead never fails 
to be an advantage. 

But you don’t feel like you’re 
driving a bus either. For starters, 
the cabin is clearly influenced by 
the interiors of cars rather than 
trucks. 

Choose one of the higher-spec¬ 
ification versions and you have a 
pleasing two-tone fascia with a 
slick-looking centre console that 
takes care of the climate control 
and audio system. 

Even the more humble ver¬ 
sions look good, with a chunky 
steering wheel to grasp, smart 
and clear instrument displays 
and comfortable seats. Yes, the 
plastics are hardy rather than

luxuriant but you know they’ll 
take abuse and come back for 
more. 

There’s a choice of a 2.5-litre 
or 2.8-litre Duramax diesels, 
both of which are new designs 
and provide exactly the kind of 
motive power you want and 
need; lots of torque from low 
engine revs and an easy-going 
nature. 

However, the relative refine¬ 
ment of both the Colorado’s 
cabin and the powerplant itself 
means that you don’t have to 
hear everything that the engine 
is doing: it just gets on with the 
job in hand. 

Even at motorway speeds 
there is just a distant thrum from 
the engine room as it happily 
ticks along. 

The other thing most people 
expect from a pick-up is laugh¬ 
ably vague steering and a bouncy 
ride, but there’s none of that 
with the Colorado. 

With a little over four turns 
from lock-to-lock, your steering 
inputs are faithfully replicated at 
the front wheels and low-speed 
manoeuvres aren’t as daunting 
as its size might suggest. 

Out on the road you can place 
the Colorado accurately and it 
will cruise in a rock-steady fash¬ 
ion without needing lots of steer¬ 
ing inputs. 

The ride is understandably 
soft, and although it has leaf 
spring suspension at the rear for 
maximum load capacity, it’s all 
tied down very well - only seri¬ 
ously bad roads taken at speed 
will cause any significant move¬ 
ment.

The annual show promotes the rural commu¬ 
nity to a wider audience but this year show chiefs 
are hoping to promote the whole of Shropshire to 
visitors. 

Mary Hopkins, general manager at the West 
Mid Showground in Shrewsbury where the event 
is staged, said: “It is a great opportunity to boast 
about the great things we have here in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

“We always promote the rural side of things 
from the award-winning cattle to the fresh veg¬ 
etables that come from county farms - but this 
year we will be championing all it has to offer, 


from real ale to people and tyres. As well as the 
attractions in the main ring - which this year 
include Europe’s biggest Monster Truck Big Pete 
- the showground will be filled with local busi¬ 
nesses offering their wares. 

“And dozens of these businesses are this year 
sponsoring the show as well, for which we are 
very grateful.” 

The day will also include a beer festival show¬ 
casing some of the county’s inventive tipples, 
organisers will welcome Radio Shropshire’s Jim 
Hawkins who will name and fame small business 
sponsors, and Titan the Robot will be back by 
popular demand. 

Organisers are hoping to attract up to 15,000 
visitors to this year’s event. Bosses hope its more 
family-friendly one-day format will see the show 
return to its glory days when thousands flooded 
through the gates. 

Show director Bernie Hutchinson said he was 
hoping for huge crowds. 


The event previously took place over two days, 
but, for 2012, it has been decided to hold it on one 
day - a separate horse show was held at the same 
location last weekend. 

He said reaction to the new format has been 
extremely positive so far, with a record number of 
sheep and cattle entries for the county show. 

“We have had 353 beef entries and 459 sheep 
entries,” he said. 

“It is probably a third up on everything from 
last year and nearly double the number of sheep. ” 

As part of the efforts to make the show appeal 
to a wider audience, a kids’ zone is being estab¬ 
lished at this year’s event - including attractions 
such as climbing wall and the chance to have a go 
at zorbing.

The 2012 event has undergone major changes 
with the switch to a one-day show and a major 
rebranding. 

The Shropshire and West Midlands Agricul¬ 


tural Society has its home at the West Mid Show- 
ground in Berwick Road, Shrewsbury, where it 
hosts an annual show each year. 

A decision was taken this year to rebrand the 
showground with the new tyre logo, created by 
Hadnall-based SJF Design and Print, and with it 
came new ideas for the Shropshire County Horse 
Show and the Shropshire County Agricultural 
Show.

He became Commander of the Order of the 
British Empire (CBE) in 2004 for his work that 
included organising the involvement of regional 


troops in high profile national issues such as the 
fuel crisis, floods, Foot and Mouth crisis and the 
fireman’s strike during his time in Shrewsbury.

If you are in the market to buy a 
crossover type vehicle you will 
probably head straight for Nissan 
and look at the Qashqai as it is 
the market leader, but and it is a 
big but, I would like you to con¬ 
sider having a look at the Mit¬ 
subishi ASX. 

The name Mitsubishi immediately creates 
visions of superb off-road vehicles almost akin 
to Land Rover in their ability to go anywhere 
and do anything. 

Think Mitsubishi and you might think 
Shogun or Outlander and in fact it is the Out- 
lander that has most of the pedigree for the 
ASX. 

The ASX is actually built on the same plat¬ 
form as the Outlander so practicality and versa¬ 
tility are some of the key features of the ASX. 
The wheelbase is the same as the Outlander the 
passenger space in the ASX is superb, 
absolutely acres of space for a family to enjoy 
the vehicle and of course with the extra ride 
height that this type of vehicle gives you it 
makes for enjoyable driving for all members of 
the family. 

I have to be honest and I need to get it out of 
the way early on in the report that I fell in love 
with the ASX, it is one of those vehicles that as 
soon as I sat in it I felt immediately comfort¬ 
able. 

Comfortable 

The awful cliche that everything felt to hand 
is just so correct with this particular vehicle. 
Rarely in the past and I must drive dozens and 
dozens of vehicles a year have I felt so immedi¬ 
ately comfortable. It had of course an added 
bonus that it is possible to choose between two 
and 4WD and Mitsubishi delivered the vehicle 
to me just prior to Easter when we had that del¬ 
uge of snow and as a trip to the Peak District 
was planned. What better vehicle to take myself 
and family to the Peak District? 

I think I have said this before, if I was buying 
this type of vehicle I would always go for the 
4WD option. I cannot see the point in buying 
this type of vehicle merely as a 2WD, it is almost 
Took at me look at what I have got’. To me the 
4WD option which is on the ASX is electroni¬ 
cally controlled, so you have the economy of 
running it normally in 2WD but when the going 
gets tough electronically you can switch to 4WD 
motion. 

There is a choice of two engines, a 1.6-litre 
petrol producing 115 bhp or as in my case a 1.8- 
litre turbo diesel producing a very healthy 147 
bhp. A five-speed manual gearbox is fitted to 
the petrol and the diesel has a six-speed manual

gearbox, the diesel is also available with an elec¬ 
tronically controlled 4WD system. 

The level of equipment on the whole of the 
range is quite extensive for example standard 
equipment includes alloy wheels, air conditioning 
auto/stop and go, active stability control, traction 
control, a keyless entry system, ABS brakes with 
electronic brake distribution and assist, a 
plethora of air bags including front, side and cur¬ 
tains, and I liked the fact that the steering wheel 
has a tilt and a telescopic method of getting you 
comfortable in the multi-adjustable front seats. 

There are three trim levels badged simplisti- 
cally as 2,3 and 4, 2 being the entry, 3 gains a fully 
automatic air conditioning system and one touch 
starting, it also benefits with cruise control, 
heated seats, privacy glass and the controls are 
now mounted on the steering wheel. 

The top of the specification ASX4 benefits 
from leather seats and Kenwood in-car entertain¬ 
ment which contains an iPod and satellite naviga¬ 
tion and a reversing camera. For me the entry 
level would tick all the boxes that I need. 

Mitsubishi have not overlooked safety features 
and the vehicle is Euro NCap as a 5*. Certain 
other features include extensive use of energy 
dispersion structuring and I do like the fact that 
Mitsubishi have tried to safeguard pedestrian 
injury aspects by including plastic front wings 
and energy absorbing front bumpers these may 
also feature if you do take the vehicle off-road and 
on a hill descent nudge things that you shouldn’t 
really be doing. 

The performance and driving dynamics of the 


ASX were very rewarding, as previously men¬ 
tioned a weekend trip to the Peak District 
enabled some off-roading on the snowy terrain, 
some dual carriageways and hilly roads in and 
around the hills near to the highest village in 
England, Flash the vehicle coped admirably at all 
times. 

A healthy amount of luggage space could be 
incorporated and I particularly liked the little 
section underneath the boot floor that could be 
raised to hide valuable items. 

The performance aspects of my particular 
diesel derivative allowed for a 0 - 60 in 10 sec¬ 
onds, a top speed where legal of 123 mph. Mit¬ 
subishi suggest that the combined fuel figure 
should be in the vicinity of 49 mpg, I managed to 
achieve 53 mpg according to the on-board com¬ 
puter which for a vehicle of this size and stature 
I find excellent and to beat the manufacturers fig¬ 
ures is a brilliant result. Sadly the CO emissions 
on both the petrol and the diesel are not low and 
therefore cheap road tax is not going to be a fea¬ 
ture. 

Mitsubishi want the vehicle to be serviced at 
intervals of a mere 12 months and this will add to 
the running costs and is a little unusual, but they 
do operate a service plan at £450 for petrol and 
£650 for the diesel. The ASX has an unlimited 
mileage warranty, 12 year anti-corrosion and a 
three year Roadside Assistance package. 

With prices starting at a low £15,999 and top¬ 
ping out at £24,699 for the ASX4 diesel 4x4, you 
will certainly find a vehicle that should tick all the 
boxes.

Ewan survives horror show to claim title 


YOUNG Shrewsbury cycling star Ewan 
Grivell-Mellor raced to victory at the 
Hanchurch Hills Horror, round four of the 
Midlands Cross Country Series and Midland 
Championships, writes STUART DUNN. 

Taking part in the Mountain Bike Cham¬ 
pionships, the course lived up to its name, 
with rollercoaster tracks and root-infested 
descents across all parts of the new course 
that was laid specially for this event. 

Mid Shropshire Wheeler Ewan, from 
Belle Vue, started the day sixth overall in 
the series and faced strong competition from 
Lichfield’s Harry Yates. 

No doubt tired from the previous day’s 
exertions at the Wolverhampton Velodrome 
youth competition, Ewan was unable to 
shake off his rival and it came down to a 
sprint finish with Ewan taking the Midland 
Youth Mountain Bike Champion title. 


His celebrations were marred by news of 
his older brother Luke, who was riding in 
the Lincoln Grand Prix Premier Calendar 
race, having crashed heavily and being hos¬ 
pitalised overnight awaiting an operation to 
clean deep cuts around his elbow. 

Meanwhile, bad weather prevented Mid 
Shropshire Wheelers from running their 
first evening 10-Mile Time Trial of the sea¬ 
son but the 44 riders who signed on were 
rewarded with excellent conditions a week 
later. 

Seven riders were well within the 26mph 
barrier with Paul Bailey’s time of 22 min 8 
secs leading the field. Veteran Tony Harvey 
came second in 22.21 while triathlete James 
Emery had the satisfaction of knowing that, 
but for a 50 seconds late start, he would have 
been in third place with 22.32. 

George Rowlands, fresh from the Junior 


Tour Of The Isle of Man, was next home in 
a fine 22.45. Second junior was James Ell- 
more, 14, in 25.03 while another veteran, 
Jenny York, led the first of five female 
entrants with her 25.47. The second woman 
home, Sarah Mawhinney, was well pleased 
with her personal best time of 26.34. 

Elsewhere, Wheelers were also repre¬ 
sented in round four of the Darley Moor 
with Martin Wyatt and Devon Round lining 
up. 

Racing was delayed for about 30 minutes 
owing to a crash in a senior race but the 
under-14s stayed together for the first lap of 
five, after which a few fell off the back 
including Martin, but he dug in and rode a 
difficult race by himself. 

Six more Wheelers competed in the Lud¬ 
low CC 10-mile Time Trial at Brimfield, the 
fourth event in the 2012 Friction and 


Hydraulic series. The first Mid back was 
Simon Evans in 25:02. 

Other Mids times were: Dave York 25:23, Jenny 
York 25:53, Neil Boyle 26:13, Dave Nicholas 26:38 
and Mick Ward 27:02. The winner was Andy Bason 
of Team Pedal Revolution in 20:12. 

Another blustery but sunny day saw eight 
Wheelers battle it out in the 50-mile Time 
Trial starting from Prees Heath Island. 

Over 70 riders competed in the fifth event 
in the Friction and Hydraulic series which 
was hosted by the Mid Shropshire Wheelers 
themselves. 

First Mid back was James Emery in a fine 
time of 2:02:41. Sarah Mawhinney was 
pleased to achieve a personal best by more 
than five minutes in 2:27:09. Matt Armitage 
and Helen Pritchard, both riding their first 
50-mile events, were happy with 2:36:55 and 
2:55:54 respectively.

SHREWSBURY Town striker James 
Collins still has two more big games to 
play before he can sign off for his sum¬ 
mer break. 

While the rest of his team-mates 
have already hit the beaches of Europe 
and beyond to recharge their batteries 
Collins, Town’s top scorer as they 
booked a place in League One, has 
been named in the Republic of Ireland 
under-21 squad for their end-of-season 
internationals. 

The Irish prospects meet Denmark 
in a friendly at Dublin’s Tallaght Sta¬ 
dium this coming Monday night before 
hosting Italy in a crunch UEFA under- 
21 Championship qualifier the follow¬ 
ing Monday evening, June 4, at the 
Showgrounds in Sligo. 

Collins, whose club future remains 


unclear, has become a regular starter 
for the Irish at under-21 level under 
boss Noel King and he’s not looked 
back since grabbing a hat-trick in a 
qualifier in Liechtenstein last season. 

The Irish party for the double 
header also includes Scunthorpe 
defender Niall Canavan who played 
alongside Collins, 21, for Town during 
a loan spell towards the end of the 
2011-12 campaign. 

Town are very keen to keep hold of 
the highly-rated Collins, who hit 16 
goals in blue and amber last season, 
and have offered the former Aston 
Villa reserve a new contract. 

But Collins has yet to make up his 
mind amid speculation linking him 
with Watford, Sheffield United and his 
home town club Coventry.

“Basically the top 25 mm of the surface 
has been taken off the pitch and a new seed 
bad created for the grass to be sewn. 

“It’s then top dressed with 100 tonnes of 
sand and the grass will start to grow within 
the next 10 to 14 days. 

“At the same time Osprey Irrigation, a 
local company, are putting in some high 
speed revolution sprinklers to also help with 
the overall well being of the pitch.” 

Muir added: “It should all leave the pitch 
in tremendous condition for the start of the 
new season to help the team do well in 
League One.” 

Town have not lost any of their last 32 
league and cup matches at the Greenhous 
Meadow. 

Their last home defeat was against Bury 
on 1 March 2011.

London Games role is amazing opportunity for Grace 


GRACE HOUGH, one of Shrews¬ 
bury’s most renowned athletes, 
admits she is thrilled to have 
landed a role at the London Para¬ 
lympics, writes STUART DUNN. 

Grace, 62, who continues to 
compete at athletics events 
around Shropshire and beyond, 
has been selected as a voluntary 
Gamesmaker. 

She was picked from thousands 
of applicants and, having already 
bought tickets for several events 
at the Olympics, she will now 
spend two weeks working at the 
Paralympics. 


“When the London 2012 games 
were announced, I just had to be 
part of it,” said Grace, who lives in 
Belle Vue. 

“I would never ever get another 
chance so I applied to be a Volun¬ 
teer Gamesmaker hoping I could 
get as near to the athletics as pos¬ 
sible. 

“The selection started last year 
with an interview at Warwick 
University followed by a training 
day at Wembley Arena. Thou¬ 
sands of us attended from all over 
the country.. 

“I was then allocated a role on 


the athletics team at the Olympic 
Stadium and another training 
venue - a dream come true. 

“As I had been successful at 
obtaining tickets for several 
events at the Olympics, I elected 
to be a Gamesmaker at the Para¬ 
lympics so I will be able to watch 
some of the events on the track 
and also be a volunteer for two 
weeks at the Paralympics.” 

Grace was given a glimpse of 
what she can expect to be doing 
when invited to be part of one of 
the test events at the Olympic 
Stadium earlier this month, the 


British Universities Track and 
Field Championships. 

She said: “The duties varied 
between checking implements to 
be used like javelins, shot and dis¬ 
cus, organising refreshments, 
escorting athletes to the stadium, 
and pinning numbers onto nerv¬ 
ous athletes’ vests. 

“It involved putting race results 
onto notice boards and making 
sure athletes were in their correct 
places in time for their event. The 
list goes on and on. 

“It was thoroughly enjoyable. 
Just being in the Olympic Sta¬ 


dium was so exciting. I can’t wait 
for the Games to begin. 

“As a warm-up I have volun¬ 
teered to be a marshal at the 
Torch Relay through Shrewsbury 
on May 30 and I hope as many 
townsfolk as possible will cheer 
the flame on its way.” 

Grace’s own passion for athlet¬ 
ics dates back to 1972 and watch¬ 
ing Mary Peters win gold in the 
pentathlon at the Munich 
Olympic Games. 

“I have always admired her as 
an athlete and a person, plus we 
share the same birthday as well, 


so it was a good omen,” she said. 

“The passion smouldered qui¬ 
etly until the marathon boom in 
1981. I started running myself 
and was totally hooked. I ran my 
first marathon in 1983. Since 
then I have done most things, 
marathons and cross country 
among others, all over the world, 
and it’s still going on.” 

Grace coaches endurance at 
Shrewsbury Athletic Club and 
Telford Harriers Running Club 
and still competes at 5K and 10K 
distances as well as cross country 
in the winter.
